Care  of  Roses 

Roses  are  lovely  but  need  special  care.  Preach  the  follow- 
ing “rose  gospel”  and  your  customers  will  always  have  lots 
of  roses — every  year: 

SOIL — Rich,  well  drained  soil,  frequently  fertilized  with 
rotted  manure  or  bone  meal. 

PRUNING — Cut  back  all  bush  roses  every  spring  in  late 
March,  leaving  only  4 to  6 stems,  each  stem  6 to  18  inches 
long.  Pinch  the  end  buds  of  new  shoots  in  May  to  make 
them  branch. 

SPRAYING — Spray  often.  Use  nicotine-sulphate  with  soap 
suds  for  aphis ; lead-arsenate  for  slugs  and  worms ; lime- 
sulphur  for  mould  or  fungus. 

PROTECTION — In  the  fall,  before  the  ground  freezes,  bank 
the  earth  8 to  12  inches  high  around  the  plants.  After  the 
ground  freezes,  cover  with  straw  or  tree  branches.  Then 
even  the  hybrid  teas  winter  perfectly.
